Ehrhardt said he will ask the 
board’s building committee to 
investigate the unorthodox 
manner” in which collections 
were made for the fund. 

As disclosed yesterday by the 
Post-Dispatch, checks almost in- 
variably were refused and con- 
tributions to the fund had to 
be in cash. No audit has ever 
been made of the fund, and 
school employes said they got 


only “raised eyebrows” when 
they asked for receipts for tax- 
deduction purposes. 

Ehrhardt’s Position. 

“It goes without saying that 
when you solicit money, you 
should give receipts and keep 
records,” Ehrhardt declared. 
“Anyone who contributes money 
has a right to know where it is 
going.” 

The board president, who 
said he wants to find out 
“what’s going on,” added that 
“a record should have been 
kept of receipts, expenditures

Quinn said an audit was not 
made “because at least 10 of 
us know about it before a nickel 
is spent.” He added that the 
practice of collecting money for 
the fund began about a year 
and a half ago “when foremen 
got tired of dunning their men 
for little contributions to each 
charity drive and decided to col- 
lect larger amounts at intervals.”

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INUNCTION DENED 
IN LUTHERAN FEUD 


Two Factions Told to Settle 
Differences Within the 
Church. 


An injunction sought by one 
of two feuding factions of Trin- 
ity Lutheran Church of Chester- 
field charging illegal seizure of 


the church building was denied 
today by Circuit Judge Ray- 
mond E. LaDriere. 

At the same time, Judge La- 
Driere held that the suit will 
not bed ismissed, and the court 
will retain jurisdiction “for any 
further action necessary or ad- 
visable” in the dispute between 
the two groups. 

Judge LaDriere ruled, in ef- 
fect, that the two factions must 
settle their diffeernces within 
the charch. “As the constitution 
provides for regular meetings 
on the second Monday of each 
month, an opportunity is pro- 
vided for such action as the con- 
gregation chooses to take,” the 
udge said in his ruling. 

“If thought advisable, peace 
officers should attend so that 
everyone, even the most timid, 
will feel perfectly free to come 
and fully participate in the 
meeting,” added. 

The judge held that the pastor 
and officers of the church in 
the spring of 1951 are still in 
office and will hold over until 
successors are properly elected 
and take office. 6 

The congregation of the 
church was split into two fac- 
tions following adoption on the 
part of the Lutheran: Church- 
Missouri Synod of a common 
confession of faith in June 1950. 
The common confession was 
adopted also by the American 
Lutheran - Church. 

Members of the Orthodox Lu- 
theran Conference faction said 
the common confession was “too 
liberal” and marked a break in 
the historic confession of Lu- 
theranism. Officers of the Mis- 
souri Synod group said the com- 
mon confession was approved in 
an effort to produce closer rela- 
tions among various Lutheran 
groups. 

The controversy was carried 
into court in January 1952 with

A deadlock in the paralyzing 
strike in the building construc- 
tion industry continued today, 
following rejection yesterday by 
members of AFL Ironworkers 
Local 396 of a wage offer by 
general contractors. 

The 700 ironworkers, on strike 
since May 25 following demands 
for 25 changes in working rules 
and a wage increase of 25 cents 
an hour, turned down the con- 
tractors’ offer of 13 rule changes, 
a 5-cent hourly increase Oct. 1 
and an additional 5 cents next 
May 1. The wage offer was the 
same as that recently accepted 
by AFL carpenters and laborers. 

Joseph Hunt, union president, 
said the wage committee, which 
presented the employers’ offer 
without recommendation, ex- 
pected to resume negotiations 
with the Associated General 
Contractors this werk. 

The contractors’ 9 also 
includes 7% cents for welfare 
pürposes. The union contends 
the welfare payment was ar- 
ranged previously and cannot 
be considered part of present 
negotiations. United States 
Conciliator Roy Burton is as- 
sisting the wage committees in 
an effort to effect a settlement. 

Joe Cousin, business repre- 
sentative of Local 396 for the 
last 10 years, was defeated for 
re-election in balloting Satur- 
day.

AFL building material truck 
drivers continued their strike, 
begun May 19, against ready- 
mix concrete plants and mate- 
rial dealers.

The police fired a 
warning shot, but the man did 
not stop. 

Second Burglar Flees. 

A second burglar, later iden- 
tified as Carver, then appeared 
and also fled south in Spring. 
Degnan fired another warning 
shot and then sent three bullets 
directly at the fleefng man. 

The policemen lost sight of 
the burglars in the darkness and 
failed to find them in a search 
of the neighborhood. 

However, Mr. and Mrs. Leon- 
ard McCollough of Pocahontas, 
Ark., discovered Carver’s body 
at 8:30 a.m. yesterday in the 
yard of their daughter's home, 
Mrs. Wanda Tiner, 2718 North 
Spring, where they are visiting. 

The McColloughs, who had 
heard the shooting, were prepar- 
ing to see if their automobile 
had been struck by bullets. 

Carver Wounded in Back. 

Carver had been struck once 
in the back, near the right 
shoulder, by a bullet from Deg- 
nan’s .38-caliber service revol- 
ver. He was identified first 
through fingerprints and later 
by his mother, with whom he 
lived in the 1400 block of Ben- 
ton street. 

Police records show Carver, 
25 years old, was sentenced to 
two years in the Missouri State 
Penitentiary for burglary in 
1951 and had previously served 
terms at the Missouri Training 
School for Boys at Boonville. He

O’Gara subsequently 
was relieved of his assignment 
with the grand jury. 

Karesh said he never said the 
charges before O’Gara made his 
grand jury appearance, and has 
no recollection of having seen 
them since. 

“I never called them shock- 
ing,” he said. “I dont believe 
I ever saw them.”

Reaping the Whirlwind 
The State Department, under its new Secre- 

tary, John Foster Dulles, has sowed the wind. 
Now it is beginning to reap the whirlwind. 

One of the pieces of evidence of the coming 
harvest at home is the telegram that Secretary 
Dulles sent to Walter White, executive secretary 
of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People. 

This telegram, which was received at the 
St. Louis meeting of the N. A. A. C. P. Saturday, 
should be as humiliating to Secretary Dulles as 
it undoubtedly is heartening to Mr. White. 
Dispatched from Washington, it reads: 

CAN ASSURE YOU THAT DEPART- 


MENT ISSUED NO REPEAT NO ORDERS 
TO REMOVE YOUR BOOKS FROM ANY 


JOHN FOSTER DULLES, 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Secretary Dulles’s telegram is in reply to 
one which he received from Mr. White—one the 
Secretary could not permit to go unanswered 
for long. In it Mr. White asked specifically 


‘why his book, “A Rising Wind,” published in 


1945, was banned from the State Department's 
libraries in Bombay and Calcutta. 

Mr. White then reminded President Eisen- 
hower’s Secretary of State that in World War II 
he—Walter White—was sent overseas by the 
Commander in Chief to assist in the reduction 
of friction between white and Negro troops and 
to report on the facts. : 

In preparation for that mission, which took 
him around the world, Mr. White “was given 
immediate clearance by Army and Navy intelli- 
gence and what was reported to be the fastest 
clearance by FBI.” ‘These facts, Mr. White 
told Mr. Dulles, would be confirmed by J. 
Edgar Hoover and John J. McCloy, then acting 
Secretary of War and now president of the 
Chase National Bank. 

Mr. White’s telegram got more embarrassing 
for Secretary Dulles as it went along. Not 
only did he remind the Secretary that the Navy 
gave the Negro leader a certificate of special 
commendation, but that Gen. Eisenhower, then 
SHAEF commander, “paid me generous tribute 
for what I was able to do in aiding of war re- 
ports in the ETO.” Then Mr. White said: 


What and distresses me is that 
my book ts as honest a picture of 
conditions, and bad, as I could write, 
has been from libraries in two cities 
in India to which country I was asked by 


State Department to go last year for a three 
months’ period to answer Communist propa- 


ganda 

tion. I do not like implication of removal 
of any book I wrote from United States Gov- 
ernment library anywhere. 


There was an interval of only one day be- 
tween Mr. White’s telegram and John Foster 
Dulles’s reply. That is commendable. But 
the reply is good only so far as it goes. It says 
that there was no State Department order ban- 
ning Mr. White’s books. It does not say that 
his book was not taken from the library shelves 
in fulfillment of official directives issued under 
State Department authority. It says that if the 
book was removed it had no bearing on Mr. 
White's loyalty. But how could removal under 
the circumstances not have such a bearing? 

The Post-Dispatch’s diplomatic correspondent, 
Wallace R. Deuel, has told that since Feb. 1 
no fewer than 10 directives “governing the con- 
tents of the libraries,” have been issued un- 
der State Department authority. That means 
this attitude has been a part of the operation 
of the State Department, in one way or another, 
almost from the time Mr. Dulles took office. 

John Foster Dulles owes more than a tele- 
gram to Walter White, who happened to be in 
a position to make Mr. Dulles apologize abjectly. 
Secretary Dulles owes more than apologies to 
Alan Barth, Bert Andrews, Gen. Stilwell, Lang- 
ston Hughes, the Lynds and many other authors. 
He owes a full and prompt accounting to the 
American people. 

Never before has there been any such tram- 
pling.of freedom of thought under the author- 
ity of the United States Government. This “burn- 


ing of the books” is the most grievous of the 


blunders since Jan. 20 and it is not going to 
blow over.

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Where Secrecy Can End 


Two appeals for less secrecy about the de- 
structive power of our atomic bombs have come 
from men in an eminent position to know what 
they are talking about: Gordon Dean, retiring 
this week as head of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, and J. Robert Oppenheimer, scientist 
who had a leading part in develéping the bomb. 

Mr. Dean’s position is that more public knowl- 
edge about the comparative atomic / strength 
of America and Russia would help deter war. 
On NBC’s “Meet the Press,” Mr. Dean said he 
believes our nuclear reserve already has been 
a deterrent to war, but “the greatest tragedy 
that could possibly come to this country would 
be for Russia to tee off a third world -war, 


having minimized our atomic strength.“ 


Mr. Oppenheimer agrees, but has two other 
reasons for making public some of our secrets 
about the characteristics, effects and numbers 
of bombs. He says this information should 
be made available as much for the effect it 
would have on this country and its allies, as for 


the effect it would have on Russia. 


The physicist’s article in Foreign Affairs, 
reprinted in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, mentions 
“follies” of some misleading official statements 
about Russia’s atomic strength and our own. 
He concludes that the American public is un- 
able to debate, and our allies are unable to 
appreciate, atomic defense policy, simply for 
lack of facts.

Public Does Not Know. 


Strauss is a fortunate choice 
for many reasons. One obviously 
is the broad background_of ex- 
perience he will bring with him. 
A newcomer would need months 
to catch up with developments 
screened by the strictest se- 
crecy. An advantage almost as 
great is the fact that the new 
chairman is so close to the 
President. 


This should make possible a 
new start on public policy with 
respect to atomic fission and 
atomic weapons. Such a new 
start is urgently if not desper- 
ately needed. 


Behind a thick curtain of se- 
crecy the fantastic destructive 
power of the new developing 
atomic weapons is kept from the 
public. The same eurtain keeps 
back the known facts about 
Russia’s atomic stock pile. 

Except for guesses of a broad 
and seemingly sensational na- 
ture, it likewise screens the 
consequences of an atomic at- 
tack on the United States under 
present conditions of relative 
strength as between America 
and the Soviet Union. 


Defenses Are Lagging. 


In his first Senate speech, 
dealing with the cuts in the 
defense budget, Senator Stuart 
Symington estimated American 
casualties from an attack that 
might occur tonight or tomor- 
row night or next week at 13,- 
000,000. That would be an at- 
tack only partially successful, 
of the type that Gen. Hoyt Van- 
denberg, retiring chief of staff 
of the Air Force, and innumera- 
ble other prec ag have said 
is entirely possible 

The estimate of 13,000,000 
comes from one of several stud- 
ies made on order of the De- 


partment of Defense and the 
AEC by experts in the univer- 
sities. These studies were in 
turn reviewed by the committee 
headed by M. J. Kelly, president 
of the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories and one of America's 
leading scientists. 

The Kelly report, a document 
classified top secret, recom- 
mended, if one can believe a 
digest released to 25 public, a 
greatly speeded up program to 
build defenses that would give 
the country a much better 
chance for survival. 

Whether the digest conveyed 
the full impact of the report 
with its authoritative estimates 
of the extent of destruction, no 
one on the outside can say. 


Time Grows Short. 


It is just here that Strauss 
can take an urgently needed 
first step. Some of the barriers 
of secrecy must be broken 
down so the public can know 
what the truth is. And when 
this step is taken, the President 
himself should tell us the facts 
of life — and death — in this 
eighth year after Hiroshima. 

That must be done, if the 
drift toward an inevitable atom- 
ic war wiping out W rn civ- 
ilization is to be ecked. It 


can be said with authority that |The 


one of the reasons the President 
was so determined to get a 
truce in Korea was the threat 
of expansion of the war with 
atomic weapons to a worldwide 
scale and total destruction. 

The interval of time is grow- 
ing very short. As was printed 
in this space recently, the prog- 
ress on the hydrogen bomb has 
been so much more rapid than 
even the optimists expected that 
within from two to three years 
H-weapons of diversified types 
will be practicable. 


Gordon Dean’s Dedication. 


This means destructiveness 
on a scale anywhere from 100 
to 500 times greater than the 
old-fashioned device dropped 
on Hiroshima. The Hiroshima 
bomb killed more than 70,000 
persons, injured as many and 
wiped out a medium-sized city. 

After four years with the 
commission, one as a member 
and three as chairman, during 
which phenomenal progress was 
made, Dean is leaving with one 
deeply-held intention. 

In the writing and talking he 
will do, he means to plead for 
more public knowledge so that 
the American people can begin 
to have &t least a chance of 
controlling their own destiny. 

This dedication—for Dean it 
is hardly less than that—owes 
a lot to his good friend, the 
late Senator Brien McMahon. 
McMahon up until his last ill- 


ness crusaded for understanding, 


and peace. So now Dean takes 
up where his friend left off.

The outdoor service concluded 
the three-day Methodist world 
convocation of evangelism at 
Convention Hall. The convoca- 
tion brought more than 10,000 
churchmen from many nations 
to Philadelphia, 6000 of them as 
official delegates. 

The official American celebra- 
tion of Wesley's birthday was ob- 
served in worship services yes- 
terday morning in Old St. 
George's Methodist Church in 
the waterfront section of Phil- 
adelphia. The colonial edifice, 
which has held continuous serv- 
ices since 1789, is the place 
where Francis Asbury, one of 
Methodism’s earliest circuit 
preachers and one of its early 
bishops, gave his first sermon. 

Old St. George’s has 38 mem-

One of the pieces of evidence of the coming 
harvest at home is the telegram that Secretary 
Dulles sent to Walter White, executive secretary 
of the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People.

Secretary Dulles’s telegram is in reply to 
one which he received from Mr. White—one the 
Secretary could not permit to go unanswered 
for long. In it Mr. White asked specifically 


why his book, “A Rising Wind,” published in 


1945, was banned from the State Department’s 
libraries in Bombay and Calcutta. 

Mr. White then reminded President Eisen- 
hower’s Secretary of State that in World War II 
he—Walter White—was sent overseas by the 
Commander in Chief to assist in the reduction 
of friction between white and Negro troops and 
to report on the facts. : 

In preparation for that mission, which took 
him around the world, Mr. White “was given 
immediate clearance by Army and Navy intelli- 
gence and what was reported to be the fastest 
clearance by FBI.” ‘These facts, Mr. White 
told Mr. Dulles, would be confirmed by J. 
Edgar Hoover and John J. McCloy, then acting 
Secretary of War and now president of the 
Chase National Bank. 

Mr. White's telegram got more embarrassing 
for Secretary Dulles as it went along. Not 
only did he remind the Secretary that the Navy 
gave the Negro leader a certificate of special 
commendation, but that Gen. Eisenhower, then 
SHAEF commander, “paid me generous tribute 
for what I was able to do in aiding of war re- 
ports in the ETO.” Then Mr. White said:

There was an interval of only one day be- 
tween Mr. White’s telegram and John Foster 
Dulles’s reply. That is commendable. But 
the reply is good only so far as it goes. It says 
that there was no State Department order ban- 
ning Mr. White’s books. It does not say that 
his book was not taken from the library shelves 
in fulfillment of official directives issued under 
State Department authority. It says that if the 
book was removed it had no bearing on Mr. 
White’s loyalty. But how could removal under 
the circumstances not have such a bearing? 

The Post-Dispatch’s diplomatic correspondent, 
Wallace R. Deuel, has told that since Feb. 1 
no fewer than 10 directives “governing the con- 
tents of the libraries,” have been issued un- 
der State Department authority. That means 
this attitude has been a part of the operation 
of the State Department, in one way or another, 
almost from the time Mr. Dulles took office. 

John Foster Dulles owes more than a tele- 
gram to Walter White, who happened to be in 
a position to make Mr. Dulles apologize abjectly. 
Secretary Dulles owes more than apologies to 
Alan Barth, Bert Andrews, Gen. Stilwell, Lang- 
ston Hughes, the Lynds and many other authors.

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Where Secrecy Can End 


Two appeals for less secrecy about the de- 
structive power of our atomic bombs have come 
from men in an eminent position to know what 
they are talking about: Gordon Dean, retiring 
this week as head of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, and J. Robert Oppenheimer, scientist 
who had a leading part in developing the bomb. 

Mr. Dean’s position is that more public knowl- 
edge about the comparative atomic / strength 
of America and Russia would help deter war. 
On NBC’s “Meet the Press,” Mr. Dean said he 
believes our nuclear reserve already has been 
a deterrent to war, but “the greatest tragedy 
that could possibly come to this country would 
be for Russia to tee off a third world -war, 
having minimized our atomic strength.“ 

Mr. Oppenheimer agrees, but has two other 
reasons for making public some of our secrets 
about the characteristics, effects and numbers 
of bombs. He says this information should 
be made available as much for the effect it 
would have on this country and its allies, as for 
the effect it would have on Russia. 

The physicist’s article in Foreign Affairs, 
reprinted in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, mentions 
“follies” of some misleading official statements 
about Russia's atomic strength and our own. 
He concludes that the American public is un- 
able to debate, and our allies are unable to 
appreciate, atomic defense policy, simply for 
lack of facts. And he suspects an enemy could 
obtain many of these facts anyway. 

Neither Mr. Dean nor Mr. Oppenheimer urges 
publicity for technical secrets which must be 
kept secret, But after long years of experience 
with atomic developments, they believe Amer- 
icans and the world have a better right to 
know more about the hell that atomic war 
would bring to earth, 
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Wrong Door to the Post Office 

Postmaster General Summerfield’s request for 
further postal rate increases approaches the 
post office deficit from the wrong end. 

There may have to be rate increases, as the 
Hoover Commission pointed out in its massive 
survey of the executive branch. In fact there 
have already been $160,000,000 in parcel post 
Ancreases before the $240,625,000 advance which 
the Postmaster General asks for now. But that 
is not the only way to make ends meet. The 
Hoover Commission pointed out abundant op- 
portunities for the department to reduce its ex- 
penditures by more businesslike operations. 

It would be a more justifiable course to ex- 
haust these possibilities for reducing expenses 
before exhausting the possibilities for increasing 
revenues. The Hoover Commission's criticisms 
of obsglete and extravagant methods are stated 
anew in a report made only last month by the 
General Accounting Office. Much of the de- 
partment’s paper work is a complete waste,” 

says the GAO, pointing to a $2.97 purchase 
which required nine documents, 24 signatures 
and four months to process.

What Accumulating Signs Show 


There is, as yet, no way to measure 
the uncertainty with which the new 
Soviet regime is holding office. Con- 
ceivably all of these actions are expres- 
sions of that uncertainty, that uneasi- 
ness. : 

They could well stem from mounting 
resistances from the satellites, and from 
a feeling that, particularly for a new 
and unsettled and possibly strife-ridden 
government, it is over-extended in its 
world-wide commitments. 


But even if the post-Stalin Kremlin 
becomes conciliatory only because it 
feels it has to, this does not mean that 
the atmosphere and mood of concilia- 
tion—if it conti cannot be utilized 
by the West to press for an — of

worlds. 


Obviously, this is the objective which 
Sir Winston Churchill has in mind in 
urging an early meeting with the Soviet 
leaders. The accumulating signs are 
that Moscow greatly desires such a con- 
ference, and there now seems little 
doubt ‘that President Eisenhower will 
co-operate. 


What is or what isn't Soviet good 
faith is always open to doubt and argu- 
ment, but the foregoing actions can 
hardly be dismissed as words only. 
They look enough like “good faith” so 
that that good faith“ might be useful- 
ly tested in a Big Four meeting.

Public Does Not Know. 


Strauss is a fortunate choice 
for many reasons. One obviously 
is the broad background_of ex- 
perience he will bring with him. 
A newcomer would need months 
to catch up with developments 
screened by the strictest se- 
crecy. An advantage almost as 
great is the fact that the new 
chairman. is so close to the 
President. 


This should make possible a 
new start on public policy with 
respect to atomic fission and 
atomic weapons. Such a new 
start is urgently if not desper- 
ately needed. 


Behind a thick curtain of se- 
crecy the fantastic destructive 
power of the new developing 
atomic weapons is kept from the 
public. The same eurtain keeps 
back the known facts about 
Russia's atomic stock pile. 

Except for guesses of a broad 
and seemingly sensational na- 
ture, it likewise screens the 
consequences of an atomic at- 
tack on the United States under 
present conditions of relative 
strength as between America 
and the Soviet Union. 


Defenses Are Lagging. 


In his first Senate speech, 
dealing with the cuts in the 
defense budget, Senator Stuart 
Symington estimated American 
casualties from an attack that 
might occur tonight or tomor- 
row — or next week at 13. 

That would be an at- 
tack “gr partially successful, 
of the type that Gen. Hoyt Van- 
denberg, retiring chief of staff 
of the Air Force, and innumera- 
ble other authorities have said 
is entirely possible. 

The estimate of 13,000,000 
comes from one of several stud- 
ies made on order of the De- 


partment of Defense and the 
by experts in the univer- 

These studies were in 
turn reviewed by the committee 
headed by M. J. Nelly. president 
of the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories and one of America’s 
leading scientists. 

The Kelly report, a document 
classified top secret, recom- 
mended, if one can believe a 
digest released to the public, bs 


greatly speeded up program to 
build defenses that would give 
the country a much better 
chance for survival. 

Whether the digest conveyed 
the full impact of the report 
with its authoritative estimates 
of the extent of destruction, no 
one on the outside can say. 


Time Grows Short. 


It is just here that Strauss 
can take an urgently needed 
first step. Some of the barriers 
of secrecy must be broken 
down so the public can know 
what the truth is. And when 
this step is taken, the President 
himself should tell us the facts 
of life — and death — in this 
eighth year after Hiroshima. 

That must be done, if the 
drift toward an inevitable atom- 
ic war wiping out W rn civ- 
ilization is to be ecked. It 
can be said with authority that 
one of the reasons the President 
was so determined to get a 
truce in Korea was the threat 
of expansion of the war with 
atomic weapons to a worldwide 
scale and total destruction. 

The interval of time is grow- 
ing very short. As was printed 
in this space recently, the prog- 
ress on the hydrogen bomb has 
been so much more rapid than 
even the optimists expected that 
within from two to three years 
H-weapons of diversified types 
will be practicable. 


Gordon Dean’s Dedication. 


This means destructiveness 
on a scale anywhere from 100 
to 500 times greater than the 
old-fashioned device dropped 
on Hiroshima. The Hiroshima 
bomb killed more than 70,000 
persons, injured as many and 
wiped out a medium-sized city. 

After four years with the 
commission, one as a member 
and three as chairman, during 
which phenomenal progress was 
made, Dean is leaving with one 
deeply-held intention. 

In the writing and talking he 
will do, he means to plead for 
more public knowledge so that 
the American people can begin 
to have &t least a chance of 
controlling their own destiny. 

This dedication—for Dean it 
is hardly less than that—owes 
a lot to his good friend, the 
late Senator Brien McMahon. 
McMahon up until his last ill- 
ness crusaded for understanding.

WESLEY BIRTHDAY 


35,000 Honor Denomination’s 
Founder at Convention in 
Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, June 29— 
More than 35,000 Methodists 
gathered in the rain yesterday 
afternoon at Franklin Field foot- 
ball stadium to celebrate the 
250th anniversary of the birth 
of John Wesley, founder of the 
denomination. 

During the service, more than 
1000 persons from the Philadel- 
phia and New Jersey conferences 
of the church were officially re- 
ceived as new members. They 
were the first of a goal of 250,- 
000 new members which the 
American Methodist Church, the 
largest Protestant denomination 
in the country, hopes to receive 
in 1953. 

The outdoor service concluded 
the three-day Methodist -world 
convocation of evangelism at 
Convention Hall. The convoca- 
tion brought more than 10,000 
churchmen from many nations 
to Philadelphia, 6000 of them as 
official delegates. 

The official American celebra- 
tion of Wesley’s birthday was ob- 
served in worship services yes- 
terday morning in Old St. 
George’s Methodist Church in 
the waterfront section of Phil- 
adelphia. The colonial edifice, 
which has held continuous serv- 
ices since 1789, is the place 
where Francis Asbury, one of 
Methodism’s earliest circuit 
preachers and one of its early 
bishops, gave his first sermon. 

St. George’s has 38 mem- 
bers on its rolls, but at yester- 
day's service more than 2300 
persons crowded the church as 
the Rev. Albert W. Cliffe led a 
service which was identical with 
the type recommended by Wes- 
ley to the earliest Methodists in 
the United States. The service 
include the singing of ancient 
hymns and canticles. One hymn 
was written by Wesley’s young- 
er brother, Charles, who wrote 
6500 church hymns. 

At the church services, Bishop 
Arthur J. Moore of the Atlanta 
(Ga.) Methodist area reminded 
worshipers that “we are not 
here to build a monument but 
‘to build a movement.” 

The stadium rally was the cen- 
tral observance of John Wesley 
day in 39,906 Methodist churches 
throughout the United States. 
Of the more than 14,500,000 reg- 
istered Methodists throughout 
the world, more than 11 500,000 
reside in this country.

of the Ryder Detective Agency, 
has been forwarded to the IIli- 
nois Racing Board for further 
action. The riders were sus- 
pended indefinitely and denied 
the privileges of any part of 
Fairmount Park.

Ted Williams Pessimistic 
About Return to Baseball 


WITH THE FIRST MARINE 


AIR WING, Korea, June 29 (AP) 


Uncertain whether he will resume his baseball career, Ted Wü. 
liams, has packed his flying gear preparatory. ta xeturnins. 
probably this week —to the United States. 


The onetime Boston Red Sox 
outfielder, now a Marine cap- 
tain,’ will undergo radium treat- 
ments at a Navy hospital for the 
ear ailment which grounded him 
after 39 missions flying Panther 
jet fighter bombers. 


The lanky, 34-year-old hitter 
was pessimistic about a future 
in baseball after he is released 
at the end of two years’ active 
duty, in October, although he 
has written Fred Corcoran, his 
business manager, he would like 
to play a couple more seasons. 


“There’s no use kidding my- 
self, it would take a lot of sweat 
and a hell of a lot of time to get 
back in condition,” he said in 
an interview. “I don’t know if 
the Red Sox would want an old 
man like me.” 

Hampered by Ear Trouble. 

Williams said ear trouble 
grounded him occasionally dur- 
ing his 544 months in Korea. 

“IT know I can’t hear as well as 


I did, but that’s not serious,” he | 


said. 

Williams said he might devote 
his time to his new fishing 
tackle distribution business. 


“The biggest in Florida,” he 


said. “Did a million dollars 
worth of business last year and 
should do a million and a half 
this year. 

“It would be a struggle to get 


back into shape for baseball,” he 


mused. “I'm almost 35 and I 
haven't played ball in two 
years. 

„J haven't even had a bat in 
my hand, except once when I 
was hitting flies to some of the 
boys and I haven't done any 
throwing.” 

“The first thing I’m going to 
do is go fishing someplace. No 


more planes, no more rank, just 
fishing. Baseball? I just don't 
know.“ 

Three Medals for Missions. 


Williams, who hit 324 home 
runs in 11 years, had one serious 
accident while he was in Korea, 
Communist ground fire dam- 
aged his jet so badly he crash- 
landed at an air strip. 

“It was an act of God that the 
plane didn’t blow up when it 
caught on fire,” he said, “I'd 
hate to go through those min- 
utes again.” 

He received three air medals 
for his missions in Korea. 

He was out of action one 
month with pneumonia and since 
then has been plagued with a 
cold. 

I've never seen such a coun- 
try for catching cold,” he said.

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MCARTHY MAY CALL 
TRUMAN AS WITNESS 


Asks Sutton Dewi Dept. if It Got 
Spy List Canadian Gave 
Ex-President. 


WASHINGTON, June 29(AP) 
~—Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, said today a new inves- 
tigation of suspected United 
States atomic spies may bring 
former President Harry S. Tru- 
man before his Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee as a witness. 

McCarthy announced he is 
asking the Department of Jus- 
tive for a report “on whether it 
ever received from Truman a 
list of Ameican members of an 
alleged atomic spy ring” which 
he said Truman received in 1945 
ftom the Canadian government. 

Alfred Kohlberg, New York 
City importer and publisher, re- 
ported nearly three years ago 
that such a list had been given 
to Truman by then Canadian 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King. 
Kohlberg asked in a July 2, 
1950, letter to Representative 
Buchanan (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
that an investigation be started. 
Buchanan then headed -a House 
subcommittee investigating lob- 
bying. 

Truman, in New York, smiled 
when told of McCarthy’s state- 
ment. 

“What I could tell you, you 
wouldn't print,” the. former 
President said. Therefore, I 
say no comment.“ 

McCarthy gave no inkling why 
he planned to investigate the 
story now, but said: “If the Jus- 
tice Department did not receive 
this report, I am going to ask 
the subcommittee to allow us,to 
invite Truman to testify. I don’t 
think it weuld be necessary to 
subpena Mr. Truman,” he added. 
“I hope it isn’t.” 

McCarthy said Truman got the 
list from Mackenzie King, and 
that as he understands it, it 
listed more than 100 United 
States citzens as members of an 
international atomic spy ring. 

McCarthy and J. V. Matthews, 
executive director of the sub- 
committee, said the list reputed- 
ly was culled from documents 
seized from the Soviet Russian 
embassy in Ottawa, Canada, by 
Igor Gouzenko, a code clerk who 
became disenchanted with Com- 
munism. Gouzenko reportedly 
now is living in Canada, under 
the pledge of life-time police 
protection for his role as a 
prosecution witness in the Ca- 
nadian atomic spy trials of the 


JAPANESE OFFER 
CASH REPARATION 
TO PHILIPPINES 


TOKYO, June 29 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Shigeru Yoshida chang- 
ed his government's stand today 
with an announcement that Ja- 


pan desires to pay World War 
II reparations to the Philippines 
in cash as well as services. 

Yoshida told the budget,com- 
mittee of the Diet (parliament) 
that Japan should give some- 
thing more than service repara- 
tions in order to restore friendly 
relations with Asian nations who 
yp omens from Japanese aggres- 
sion. 

Yoshida’s move was an ap- 
parent gesture of thanks to the 
Philippines, in return for am- 
nesty granted 108 Japanese war 
criminals by President Elpidio 
Quirino. All those held in the 
Philippines will be pardoned or 
have their sentences reduced 
July 4. 

The reparations issue has 
blocked Philippine ratification 
of the Japanese peace treaty.

Treating Sunburn 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE sunburn season is here. Assuming you become 

sunburned, what can you do about it? 

An amazingly simple treatment is proposed by Dr. 
Lyon Steine. He claims it is effective. I haven't tried it 
myself but since it is so simple, sensible and harmless, it 
seems worth passing along to you. 

The new treatment for sunburn or other mild skin 
burns is the prolonged application of cold water to the 
skin. For sunburn, where a considerable area of the skin 
is involved, you simply get in a tub of cool water and soak. 

kk * ; 

DR. STEINE REPORTS that the pain of sunburn is 
usually relieved by cold water within a few minutes. How- 
ever, the cold application should be continued for two or 
three hours to prevent formation of blisters and to abolish 
the pain permanently. 

If you don't have a tub at your camping site, another 
way to accomplish the same thing is to put on a light cotton 
garment, lie on a sheet of rubber or other waterproof ma- 
terial, and keep the cotton garment over the burned area 
soaked continuously with cold water. The hot skin of the 
burn will evaporate a surprising quantity of water, so fre- 
quent re-wettings are necessary. 

Minor burns and scalds of the hand such as you get 
during kitchen duty can be treated by holding the hand 
under running cold water for 30 minutes to an hour. 

(This may not be just the treatment for a busy house- 
wife while her family impatiently awaits dinner.) 

If you have a small burn or scald in a less convenient 
location, a cold water compress can be used.

THE IDEA back of this treatment Is that the symptoms 
of a burn—redness, hot skin, pain, swelling, and blistering 
of the skin—come from injury to the blood vessels in the 
skin, causing them to become larger and leak fluid into 
the skin around thenh One way to make these vessels 
small again and stop the symptoms is to chill them. The 
easiest way to chill the skin is to soak it in cold water. 

Dr. Steine believes that ointments applied to a burn 
actually make matters worse by preventing the escape of 
heat from the skin. Ointments are not used following his 
cold water treatment. 

Sunburn is like any other burn except for its delayed 
appearance. An extensive second to third degree burn can 
be serious and even fatal. This means that extensive deep 
sunburns require medical attention in order to combat 
shock and internal poisoning from the burned tissue juices. 
The cold water treatment for burns cannot substitute for 
such medical attention. baer 

If your skin has already blistered, then it’s too late for 
this cold water treatment. It should not be used on a burn- 
dlistered skin. 


Obviously, the cold lake water or open swimming pool 


water exposed to the sun cannot be used as the soaking 
spot in burn treatment. You can’t treat a burn by getting 
more burn, as you would in the open. 

Another way to combat the skin damage from a burn 
is by using anti-histamines, those drugs used unsuccessfully 
for treatment of colds and sometimes successfully for hay 
fever. The anti-histamine neutralizes the histamine released 
in the burned skin which dilates the blood vessels. Dr. 
Steine believes that anti-histamine tablets, plus the cold 
water soaks,° produce better results than does using cold 
water alone. '

GRAND JUNCTION, 

Colo., June 29. 
NE morning in the fall of 
0 1951 an inconspicuous mid- 
dle-aged man appeared at 
the gate of the Atomic Energy 
Commission's enclosure on the 
outskirts of this western Colo- 
rado trading center and asked 
the guards if he could see some- 
one who knew the area pretty 


well. 

Ushered into the eubbyhole of 
Dr. Charles A. (Al) Rasor, chief 
of the mining division for the 
AEC’s operations office here, 
the man identified himself as 
Vernon J. Pick, former owner 
of a small machinery repair 
business which had recently 
burned to the ground at Royal- 
ton, Minn. Pick explained that 
he and his wife were on their 
way to Mexico where they hoped 
to vacation cheaply while recov- 
ering from the shock of the loss 
of their little business. 

They had heard en route, 
Pick said, that there was urani- 
um p going on around 
the Colorado Plateau and al- 
though he knew nothing about 
prospecting he had purchased 
a Geiger counter and thought 
he’d try his luck. Did Rasor 
have any idea where a true 
greenhorn might go? 

Today Pick is sole owner and 
operator of a uranium mine 
worth an estimated $8,000,000. 
AEC experts figure that an ama- 
teur’s chances of hitting a urani- 
um deposit worth mining is 
about 1000 to 1, so the story of 
how Pick struck it rich is one 
of luck so monumental that a 
professional gambler would poo- 
pooh as preposterous. It is 
also the adventur@ of a lone wolf 
whose physical exploits could 
have cost him his life on at 
least a dozen occasions. 


HERE is nothing romantic 
T about Pick’s appearance or 

his past. At the age of 50, 
he is soft-spoken and so retiring 
that only a few friends and asso- 
ciates in this town of 14,500 
population, where he now makes 
his home, have any idea of his 
wealth. A graduate electrical 
engineer from the University of 
Minnesota, he started out as an 
electrician. When a $13,000 in- 
surance policy covered only half 
the loss of the fire that de- 
stroyed his business in Royalton, 
Pick was crushed. 

He sold everything he owned 
in Royalton, including his house- 
hold furnishings, purchased a 
half-ton panel truck and a 
trailer and set out southward 
with his wife. His plans were 
vague. He had a darkroom fixed 
up in the back of his truck and 
thought he might support him- 
self in Mexico by taking pictures 
and maybe writing. He had once 
sold some pieces to “Boy’s Life.” 

The Picks decided it was too 
early in the year to go to Mex- 
ico, though, and so y visited 
friends in Branson, Mo., and 
then moved on to Colorado 
Springs to enjoy the scenery. 
Pick had never heard of urani- 
um prospecting until he read 
the Colorado papers and started 
chatting about it with some 
people at the trailer park. His 
curiosity was aroused, but only 


mildly. He met an old “rock- 
hound” around town who had 
some samples of uranium ore 
and then ran into a college stu- 
dent who recommended some 
geology texts to pick up further 
information. 

Pick knew only vaguely that 
the uranium country was further 
west, but he picked up a Geiger 
counter for $80 (“TI still use it“) 
and took a trip to Denver to 
get some maps and make notes 
from information compiled by 
the United States Geological 
Survey. The Picks thereupon 
moved their trailer to Grand 
Junction, where Vernon called 
on Al Rasor of the AEC. Rasor, 
slightly startled at the naivete 
of Pick’s request for advice, sug- 
gested that Pick try the San 
Rafael Swell country, a roadless, 
waterless desert area in south- 
eastern Utah, so inaccessible 
that it was relatively unex- 


plored. ‘

The next day Pick 
Geiger counter, a 
r’s pick, a little camp 
stove, a five-gallon water can 
and some assorted groceries into 
his truck and drove alone to 
Hanksville, Utah, where there 
was no phone within 60 miles 
and no doctor within 125. There 
he was told that a little uranium 
had been discovered in the area 
decades ago and some of it was 
supposedly shipped to Madame 
Curie for radium research.

ICR found the folks in Hanks- 
P ville acutely disinterested in 

uranium, however, and con- 
sidered himself lucky to make 
friends with a cowpuncher who 
agreed to show him around the 
countryside. The cowhand stuck 
with Pick until two months be- 
fore he made his fantastic strike, 
but evidently decided that Pick 
would never find anything and 
took hig leave without so much 
as saying “so long.” Pick fre- 
quently reflects on the irony 
of this circumstance, pointing 
out that the cowhand would have 
been half-owner of a multimil- 
lion dollar jackpot if he had 
stuck around a few weeks 
longer. 

Picks first three months of 
— went by unevent- 
ully, by Plateau standards. 
Pick staked some claims around 
Circle Cliff and Wild Horse 
Mesa that probably are not too 
valuable (and which he still 
hasn't developed), but mostly he 
did considerable walking, much 
of it in zero weather and 
through mountains that had not 
been walked before. 

One night he got himself 
pulled out of the mud by an 
AEC crew that happened to 
come by at just the right 
moment and subsequently

cooked him up a life-saving 
meal in their camp at Poison 
Springs. By that time Pick had 
been severely infected by pros- 
pector’s fever. He had purchased 
a sensitive scintillometer counter 
for $986 and the idea of a Mexi- 
can vacation had faded. 


In the spring of 1952 Pick 


there seemed to be no way of 
getting there. He viewed some 
aerial pictures and found what 
looked like a flat spot atop a 
mesa where a plane might be 
able to land. He rented a plane 
for $20 and persuaded the pilot 
to drop him off on the mesa 
with the understanding that he 
would pick up his passenger in 
two weeks. If the weather was 
bad, Pick was to wait around a 
few days until the plane might 
‘make it. 

Pick landed with his pack 
(containing mostly dehydrated 
potatoes, dried milk, rice and 
oat meal) and started h 
down a canyon. His maps were 
more than somewhat vague. 
There was some water trickling 
down the canyon, but not enough 
to be more than an annoyance. 
Pick walked down the canyon 
all day until he found a ledge 
in the rock just wide enough 
to sleep on. The ledge was just 
above a 15-foot waterfall and 
the water suddenly was no 
longer trickling. It was coming 
down in torrents and coming 
down fast. 

“I could get down but I'd 
never be able to get back up 
again,” Pick recalls. “I sat on a 
rock, thinking that it would be 
a very lonesome place to get 
stuck.” 

What -persuaded him finally 
to scoot down that waterfall? 

“Well,” he says, “it had been 
such a long walk that I decided 
to take a chance.” 

He trudged down the canyon 
another day and that night he 
was bitten by a scorpion.

THURSDAY WAS one of 
my most strenuous days. At a 
few minutes after 10 we met 
with some 30 members of the 
Civil Liberties Union.

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FROM 3 to 5 we were at 
Keio University, one of the 
private universities in Tokyo. 
I was pleasantly surprised to 
find a group of open-minded
